Spectaters pains Wonder 4 
‘Orderliness With Which the 
.40,000 Were Handled. 


St. Louisans who were present at the 
Colfseum duriig the Post-Dispatch 
Christmas Festival Monday afternoon, 
expressed wonder at the magnitude of 
the dinner and the clock-like precision 
with which it was carried to a success- 
ful conclusion. Those who had seen it 
for several years declared that it was 
the greatest festival held in the 11 years 
of its existence. . 

More than 10,000 persons ate a bounti- 
ful-Christmas dinner of turkey and cran- 
berry sauce and mince pie and the chil- 
dren topped it off with candy. In spite 
of the enormous number of little chil- 
dren there was no confusion and not a 
child was injured. The few who were 
separated from their mothers or guard- 
ians were quickly found and restored by 
Post-Dispatch scouts. 

About $10,000 have been contributed to 

the fund, some of which has not yet 
reached the cashier. Many lists on which 
contributions have been placed are yet 
to. Be collected. Those who have such 
lists are requested to send them with 
the money to the cashier of the Post- 
Dispatch, either by messenger or by 
mail.

RED HUMMER ON 
C&A. IN WRECK: 
ARE DEAD 


Trainmen Are. Killed When 
Freight Fails to Clear Siding 
and Collision: Résults.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 27.—Train 
No. 9, known as the “‘Red Hummer,”’ 
on the Chicago & Alton Raflroad, which 
left Chicago last night for Kansas City, 
ran into a freight train near Farber, 
Mo., early today. Three trainmen were 
killed, according to a statement of local 
officials of the road. 

The dead are: B. Davis, passenger en- 
gineer; M. J. Crabtree, passenger fire- 
mar; H. M. Flora, freight brakeman. 

None of the passengers was injured, 
the officials say. 

The passenger train struck the ca- 
boose of the freight which had failed to 
clear the main track in going onto a 
switch.

When he got back 
to his hotel the police took him to 
jail.

‘OF NEW JERSEY 
HERE 10 SPEAR 


Dr. Woodrow Wilson Will Ad- 
dress Economic and Political 
Science Bodies. 


Gov.-elect ‘Woodrow Wilson of New 


Jersey, former president of Princeton 


University, arrived in St. Louis Tues- 
day afternoon, to address the joint ses- 
sion of-the American Economic Asso- 
ciation and the American Political Sci- 
ence Association at the Southern Hotel 
Tuesday evening. : 

He was met at Union Station by John 
D: Davis, representing the St. Louts 
Princeton alumni, and went to the Da- 
vis home in his host’s automobile. He 
will leave St. Louis Wednesday after- 
noon, hurrying tq his home in Prince- 
ton to attend the wedding of a niece. 

President Wilson wore a dark busi- 
ness suit and a broad-brimmed felt hat 
of light hue. He said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at Union Station that the sub- 
ject of his Southern Hotel address would 
be “The Law and the Facts.’’ 

Is Opposed to Smith. 

Regarding his fight on James Smith 
Jr., Democratic boss of New Jersey, in 
the latter’s effort to be elected to the 
United States Senate, Dr. Wilson said 
he intended to carry out his program of 
speeches at various places in New Jer- 
sey, at the homes of members of the 
Legislature, to urge their constituents 
to elect James E. Martine, the Demo- 
cratic primary nominee. 

“Any staZement that I discussed with 


tion of any other person than Mr. Mar- 
tine to the senatorship is a falsehood,”’ 
said the Governor-elect. 

Martine received the highest vote in 
the New Jersey Democratic senatorio! 
primary, which is conducted on a plan 
similar to that of Missouri. Smith, who 
formerly represented New Jersey in the 
Senate, and who holds that his influ- 
ence and efforts made Dr. Wilson Gov- 
ernor, has been urging the Democrats 
in the Legislature to disregard the pri- 
mary and to elect him Senator.

PISTOL, IS FREED IN 


MURDER M MYSTERY} 


Tomasso Viviano’s Story Con- 
vinces thé Coroner’s Jury and 
He Is_ Released. 





After hearing testimony in which a 
strange chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence apparently Was broken by two 
Italian youths, Joe amd Tomasso Vi- 
viano, @ coroner’s jury Tuesday fre- 
turned a verdict that Damien Capuano, 
mysteriously shot and kiiled in a section 
called Dago' Hill, was murdered by a 
person or persons unidentified. 

Releaset by- the coroner, Joe and 
Tomassa Viviano, with other wit- 
nesses were taken to the Circuit At- 
torney’s office after the inquest. They 
were released after being questioned 
there. : 

Joe Viviano testified that he and his 
brother Tomasso, in a wagon, were on 
their way to deliver groceries in the 
Italian settlement and were crossing 
the King’s highway bridge when To- 
masso took @ revolver from his pocket 
to inspect it and it was accidentally 
discharged. Tomasso told him that he 
had borrowed the weapon the day be- 
fore from Joe Gianoso of 5150 Shaw ave- 
nue and that he was going to return, 
it. 

Held a Smoking Revolver. 


They drove to Gianoso’s home and / 


Tomasso went upstairs, again saying he 
was going to return the revolver. From 
there they went to Hereford street and 
Wilson avenue. Tomasso took a box 
of groceries from the wagon and went 
into a house with it. Three minutes 
later, Joe testified, he heard a shot 
around the corner. He ran there and 
found, his brother bending over the life- 
less form of Capuano. As a crowd gath- 
ered Tomasso fled. Ten minutes later 
Tomasso Was arrested nenr the scene of 
the murder with a smoking revolver in 
his hand, 

He told the police he had fired three 
shots to summon them. Examination 
of the revolver showed that four cart- 
ridges had been discharged. 

Gianoso testified as to Tomasso bor- 
rowing the gun from him and return- 
ing it Saturday, a short time before the 
shooting. 

Weeps as He Tells Story. 

Tomasso told #»e jury that he became 
panic-stricken when he found Cap- 
uano dead. He wept. 

“I saw my friend, Capuano,” he said. 
“T try to help him. Now I am in bad 
trouble. He was my best friend. If he 
didn’t have a box of macaroni I would 
give him one and if I didn’t have it he 
would give me one.”’ 

Tomasso said that as he bent over 
Capuano he heard someone running 
through the dry grass near where Capu- 
ano fell and toward the railroad tracks. 
He corroborated his brother’s testimony 
about the accidental discharge of one 
cartridge on the bridge earlier in the 
evening.

The resignation of the Rev. J. W. 
Stewart as pastor of Grace Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Springfield, Mo., 
on account of-ill-health and the filling 
of the vacancy, has caused the transfer 
of six Methodist ministers in Missouri.

Among the changes is that of the Rev. 
Eli P. Anderson, pastor of Fry Memorial 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 8t. 
Louis. He is appointed district superin- 
tendent of the Kansas City District 
and will reside in Kansas City. His 
farewell sermon to his St. Louis con- 
gregation will be preached Wednesday 
night. He will preach his opening ser- 
mon in his new field Sunday, in a Kan- 
sas City church. 

Dr. Anderson's appointment was an- 
nounced Monday by Bishop William 
Quayle of Oklahoma, Bishop in charge 
of the St. Louis district. It is one of 
several changes made in advance of the 
annual Methodist conference which will 
be held at Mountain Grove, Mo., in 
March. The changes in midyear form 
the largest list of such appointments 
ever made in the Methodist Church in 
Missouri, according to St. Louis laymen. 


New Pastor for St. Louis, 
The Rev. J. W. Coontz, pastor of the 


Oakhurst Church fn Kansas City, wi'l 
succeed the Rev. Dr. Anderson as pas- 
tor of Fry Memorial Church. He will 
take charge next Sunday. 

District Superintendent S. D. Camp- 
bell of the Kansas City district, whose 
term would have expired in March, ‘s 
appointed pastor of Grace Church at 
Springfield. He will assume charge im- 
mediately, allowing Dr. Stewart to go 
to his farm for a rest.

Coontz was pastor. 

The Rev. H. B. Foster, pastor of the 
Farmington "Methodist Church at Farm- 
ington, is appointed district superin- 
tendent of the Farmington district, suc- 
ceeding the Rev. W. R. McCormack.

WAS FATHER’S DYING WISH 


He Wanted Them to Study in} 


the Land of His Adoption; 
Relatives Here Are Rich. 


Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—The stringent 
enforcement of the exclusion laws by 
the immigration officials at Ellis Isiand, 
which has aroused such a storm of pro- 
test and caused the formation of the 
organization known as the National 
Federation for the Promotion of Sane 
and Liberal Immigration Laws, received 


a setback yesterday. Two children who 
had relatives in this country worth near- 
ly half a milion dollars, and who had 
been excluded, were permitted to enter 
by the authorities at Washington, to 
whom an appeal had been made. 

Robert Meyer, 15 years old, and his sis- 
ter, Eliza, 14, arrived on the Red Star 
liner Vaderland two weeks ago and were 
detained for deportation on the ground 
that they were under age and not ac- 
companied by a parent or a duly ap- 
pointed guardian. 

Returned for Education. 

Robert and his sister lived at Zurich, 
Switzerland, with their mother. She is 
the widow of a Bavarian, who came to 
this country many years ago, prospered 
and became a citizen. He returned to 
the other side, where he died last May. 
His dying wish was that his\children 
should be educated in the country of his 
adoption. 

Mrs, Meyer’s sister. Mrs. Isidore Mohr, 
the wife of a New Rochelle merchant, 
offered to -adopt the girl, while Max 
Meyer, a manufacturer, of 623 Alexander 
avenue, the Bronx, said to be worth 
$400,000, offered to take care of the boy. 

Robert Meyer, when he arrived here 
with his sister, carried papers from his 
mother making clear this arrangement 
and setting forth that his father was 
a naturalized citizen. In spite of this 
evidence and the protests of his uncle, 
Mr. Meyer, the two children were ex- 
cluded. 


By . 


Appeal Is Granted. 

The uncle, through Irving Lipschitsch, 
agent for the Hebrew Aid Society on 
Ellis Island, appealed the case to Wash- 
ington, and yesterday the appeal was 
granted. When the news was told to 
the two children they fell on their knees 
and thanked Lipschitsch in French, 
German and Greek, all of which lan- 
guages they speak. 

A still more conspicuous case which, 
if the decision of the immigration au- 
thorities is upheld, will result in pover- 
ty and hopelessness for a woman and 
two American children, is that of John 
Nobak, who recently arrived on the 
Hamburg-American liner America. 

Nobak is a Bohemian, and came to 
this country seven years ago. He set- 
tled in Lowell, Mass., with his wife, 
where two children were born. Eight 
weeks ago he sailed for Prague to visit 
his parents. Upon his return to this 
country he was held up at Ellis Island 


and excluded because he was found to 


be afflicted with trachoma. If his ap- 
peal to Washington is denied, the qucs- 
tion arises what will become of his wife 
and children.

The judges meet, as required by ‘law, 


once a year to discuss incongruities of 
the law and make recommendations to 
the Legislature.

Judge Reynolds of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals presid- 
ed. After recommendations are agreed 
on, a committee will be appointed to 
present them to the Legislature. 

Judge Cox of the Springfield Court of 
Appeals suggested that the divorce law 
be so changed that decrees would not be 
entered until six months after the testi- 
mony is heard.

“I move the Court that I be dis- 
charged.”’ 

“On what ground,” asked Judgé Mil- 
ler. 

Raise, Point. 

“Well, I am charged with breaking 
jail,"” Wilson answered. 

“Yes, I know you are, but what is 
your point?’ asked the Judge. 

‘Well, I didn’t break jail, I just tried 
to break out,’’ was the answer. 

“Have you any further evidence in 
your behalf,’’ Wilson was asked. 

*‘No, your honor,’’ said Wilson. 

*‘Three months at hard labor,’’ ordered 
Judge Miller. He then read the statute 
to Wilson in which jail breaking is de- 
fined not only as breaking out of jail, 
but any attempt to forcibly break out. 

Attempt Unsuccessful. 

Wilson and several others are charged 
with attempting to get out of the work: 
house on Aug. 12, 1910. They were un- 
successful in the attempted escape. 
Three guards rounded up the men and 
drove them back to cells at the point of 
revolvers. 

Wilson was serving a year on convic 
tion of petit larceny at the time. At 
the completion of his sentence last week 
he was rearrested on the jail breaking 
charge.

Simplicity is its keynote, as be- 
fits a morality play, and a grim frank- 
ness that smites our weak humanity in 
the face as with a clenched hand of in- 
dignant and righteous anger. 

The four figures most intimately in- 
volved in its story are those of Don 
Julian, a noble-mindéd Spanish aristo- 
crat, played by Mr. H. Cooper Cliffe; 
Dona Teodora, his food and beautiful 
young wife, played by Miss Julie Opp: 
Don Ernesto, a young protege whom 
Don Julian loves as if he were a son, 
played by Mr. William Faversham, and 
Don Severo, brother of Don Julian, who 
sees in the beautiful friendship exist- 
ing between Ernesto and Dona Teodora 
that ugliest of obscene things, the pas- 
sion ‘of a lover for a mistress who is 
the wife of his benefactor, this role be- 
ing played by Mr. L. Rogers Lytton. 

The dismaying feature of the play 
is the pitiless logic with which Eche- 
geray makes us perceive how even the 


most groundless bit of tattle ultimately. 


may so gather to itself incidents of 
apparently confirming significance as

It is made plain to us fn the: open- 
ing scene that nothing could be more 
innocent than the comradeship of young 
rirnesto and the lovely Dona Teodor?

Mrs. .Richards, one of the eminent 
authorities in this country on domestic 
economy. is here to attend’ the third 
annual convention of the association, 
which began Tuesday at the Teachers’ 
College, Park and Theresa avenues. She 
is a white-haired woman with mil 
page and a gentle voice. 


Must Learn Value of Mo * 
“That sort of Utopia is ast what 


this association is working toward,’’ 
Mrs. Richards told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “but it is still some distance 
away. It can’t come, in the first place, 
until wonten learn something of\the 
value of a dollar. She must acquire a 
sense of responsibility as well as a 
sense of duty. 

“When a woman gets $50 to buy a 
new dress, she doesn’t think of the 
money at all, as a rule. She doesn’t 
think of the concrete value of $50. She 
thinks of the dress. She translates 
money into terms of silk and creep de 
chine. 

“Now when women are taught the 
value of money, and how to invest it 
‘most Wisely for the household, and 
j when women are treated as wage-earn- 
ers, doing thelr share toward the fam- 
ily support in managing the home, fam- 
ily jars will) cease to be, or will nearly 
cease. Most of them arise from mis- 
understandings about money matters 
or some other phase of household 
economy. And yet there need be no 
loss of the sentiment which brings 
about the home.”’ 


‘ Feod Values Important, 
Dr. C. F. Langworthy of the United 


States Department of Agriculture is a 
vice-president of the association, and 
‘gives ‘talks before it on the nutritive 
values of various foodstuffs. 

“When @ woman walks up to a depart- 
ment store counter to buy cloth, she 
knows what she is doing,” Dr. Lang- 
worthy explained. “She has been well- 
trained in that regard, and she can tell 
by the look and the feel of that cloth 
abou: what its wearing qualities will 
be, 

“But when she goes to market to buy 
food she is not so well informed. She 
needs to learn more about food values.

For this is the reason 
why 76,000 of the 225,000 employed by the United 
States Steel Corporation are now idle. So ob- 
viously there are not’ enough people with enough 
money to buy the product of the Steel Corpora- 
tion. Hence a curtailment or a shutdown.

care; but I hope to be able at the open- 
ing of the new Congress, or at least 
during the session of that Congress, to 
tring to its attention the facts in re- 
gard to these schedules in the present 
tariff law that may prove to. need 
amendment.”

tality, I that ‘Now we are tie 
sons of God,’ that. NOW is man a di- 
vine emanation of Spirit, and in the 
words of Jesus, ‘He that believeth in me 
HATH eterna! life.’ This understanding 
will destroy the belief in a power op- 
posed to God—callea mortal mind. 

“Thought is force. It.must be appar- 
ent to the twentieth century thinker 
that man’s. REAL consciousness, which 
proceeds from God, must carry with 
it the POWER of God, with which He 
endowed man. This is the truth of be- 
ing and must be demonstrated by hu- 
manity, either here or hereafter. Paul 
says: ‘For te be carnally minded is 
death; but to be spiritually minded is 
life and peace.’—Romans §&, 6. 

“To be a follower of Christ, a true 
Christian Scientist, demands not alone 
profession, but demonstration. Many 
are called who enlist in this race for 
immortality, but because of the price 
which truth requires (the sacrifice cf 
personal self, self-will, personal ambi- 
tion and the belief of life.and intelll- 
gence in matter) few continue to press 
onward to the goal. 

“Many fall by the wayside because of 
the lack of moral courage; others 
through the lack of comprehension of 
the deep gs of God; and many be- 
cause of self-love. self-will and desire 
for worldly popularity. 

Quotes St. Paul. . 

“St. Paul says, ‘But the fruit of the 
spirit is love, joy, peace, long suffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, temperance.’ (Gal. 6, 22-28.) This 
I have: proved, amid the. most terrible 
experiences which anyone was ever com- 
pelled to endure. I have never for a 
moment, during the 25 years, wavered 
in my allegiance to my leader and teach- 
er, Mrs. Eddy.

organization—in forgiving enemies, re- 


turning good for evil, in following 
Jesus’ command,” “Whomsoever shall 
smite thee 6n thy right ¢heek, turn 
to him the other’ also.”” I saw these 
fruits of spirit, long-suffering. and tem- 
perance, fulfill the laws of Christ in 
righteousness. I also saw that Chris- 
tianity has withstood less the tempta- 
tion of popularity than of persecution.’ 
(Retrospection and Introspection, p. 4.) 

“Mrs. Eddy wrote to the New York 
field one year ago: 

““When my dear brethren in New 
York desire to bulld higher—to enlarge 
their phylacteries and demonstrate 
Christian Science to a higher extent— 
they must begin on a wholly spiritual 
foundation, than which there is no oth- 
er, proportiantely estimate their success 
and glory of achievement only they 
build upon the reck of Christ, the spirit- 
ual foundation. This will open the way, 
widely and impartially, to their never- 
ending success—to salvation and eternal 
Christian Science. 

“Spirit is infinite; therefore Spirit is 
all, ‘There is no matter” is not only the 
axiom of true Christian Science, but it 
is the only basis upon which this Sci- 
ence can be demonstrated.’
